experiments conducted by the board.

The premicr read extracts froma 
number of monthly reports made by 
the board, the last report dated Dec. 
1 stating that tenders had been 
called for crushers, driers: and bri- 
quetting’ equipment in connection 
with the Bienfait plant, together with 
the announcement that it was expect- 
ed at that time to award contracts 
for the driers within a few days.

The Koh-I-Nor Diamond 


History of This Famous Jewel. Can 
Be Traced Back for Six

One of the most precious jewcls in 
the world is the Koh-i-Nor diamond. 
This stone has also been called the 
Mountain of Light and bears a most 
remarkable history. It is possible to 
trace that history for six centuries, 
when one of the most powerful of the 
Mogul emperors of India used _ the 
Koh-i-Nor as an‘ eye of the peacock 
adorning his throne, |The diamond 
has passed from one ruler to another 
until it became a belief that whoever 
possessed the stone was sure to rule 
over. the Junjaub, the large province 
in the northwest corner of our Indian 
empire. But when in 1849 the Pun- 
jaub was captured by British forces, 
the Koh-i-Nor was handed over to 
Queen Victoria and placed in the 
Tower of London. The stone has 
‘since been recut, an operation which 
reduced its weight and value, yet it 
is worth a huge sum of moncy, as 
upwards of $750,000 have been offered

‘One of the great stories of the war

Patrol, that strange, heterogencous 
mand of such men as Admiral Hood, 
Admiral Bacon, and Admiral Keyes, 
kept clear the way across the nar- 
row seas. between ~ England and 
France.

Refugees. Are Using It In Place of 
Lime 

Flanders mud, the bane of all the 
armies that operated in Belgium, is 
of some use after all, 

Lime. is practically unobtainable in 
Belgium today, and in many of the 
ruined villages the refugees are lay- 
ing stones and bricks with mud for 
temporary shelter against the coming 
winter. Others fill the chinks in their 
chimneys and walls with it, and, al- 
together, it is becoming as much of a 
comfort to the refugees as it was a 
handicap to the soldiers who lived in 
it for many months. 

At Dixmude there is a little, low, 
cake-like building, made of stones 
from the -old pretentious city wall. 
They are laid in the red mud of the 
nearby battlefields, and over the top 
of it are arched picces of sheet iron 
from British dugouts, In this little 
building, containing three tiny rooms, 
the affairs of the city are carried on; 
in one room an architect is at work 
on estimates of damage done to pub- 
lic buildings in the city. In another 
room the fortnightly supply of coal 
is issued, and another room contains 
cloth, shoes, blankets and other art- 
icles which the allies have supplied. 

The mayor, by far the busiest man 
in town, divides his time between 
public affairs, weighing out coal, dis- 
tributing supplies and cleaning mortar 
off of old bricks from the ruin of his 
house. He ig laying these in mud, 
too, for his winter’s shelter. His ex- 
ample is being widely followed in 
Dixmude and surrounding villages. _

Ancient Mesopotamia 


In Former Times the Country Was 
Covered With a Network 
of Canals 

Survey research work in Mesopo- 
tamia has revealed the fact that in 
former times the country was cover- 
ed with a network of canals, showing 
that a very claborate system of irri- 
gation must then have been in vogue. 
Some of these canals were 20 feet 
deep with steep embankments. .This 
interesting information was stated by 
Lieut.-Col. G, A. Beazeley Royal 
Engineers, in a lecture given by him 
at the Royal Geographical Society re- 
cently. He also brought to light the 
fact that the city of Samarrah, which 
is now a comparatively unimportant 
town, at a period before the Christian 
era must have been one of the most 
populous trading centres of the East. 
The ancient city was 20 miles in 
length and. 2%4 in width, and it is 
estimated that it contained about 4,- 
000,000 inhabitants. There were miles 
of walls and warehouses, and it form- 
ed a converging point for caravans 
from a vast area. Another city in 
Mesopotamia, the Iccturer said, show- 
ed traces of having been laid out on 
the lines of a modern American city. 


May Abandon Bounty 


And Substitute Royalty If Oil Is 
Found 

Reports from Ottawa indicate that 
should Peace River and Northern Al- 
berta oil areas develop into great 
producing oil fields, it is likely that 
the Government will cease paying a 
bounty on petroleum production in 
Canada, and may even demand a roy- 
alty on each barrel produced, 

The bounty was originally granted 
to encourage exploration for oil in 
this country, and it is felt that if the 
land leased from the Government 
should become productive of oil, it 
would be no longer necessary to con- 
tinue ‘the bounty. As the Government 
derives a revenue from the lease of 
oil lands, the effect of a royalty would 
be to tax oil production on a dual 
——_———- basis. 

Develop Canadian Coal 

The recent cmbargo placed by 
Cesuneton on exports, except to 
Canada, was necessary indeed. — 

But Canada cannot expect to de- 
pend with confidence on favors for 
a fucl supply vital to her prosperity 
and existence, 

Fabulously rich, Canada lingers in 
the breadline, one of the most humi- 
liating spectacles in the world, At 
any time, particularly since Europe 
has come vigorously into the market 
for American coal, the humiliation 
may turn to tragedy, which is never 
far away from shameful impotence.— 
Montreal Star. 


Rise in Land Values 


Ninety Dollars an Acre Was Paid for 
Alberta Land 

One of the largest deals in farm 
lands in Alberta during the present 
year, has just been made, when 960 
acres of wheat land in Southern Al-

Tote Road Through Alberta 


Possible to Carry in Freight for Far 
North Through the Winter 

In order to facilitate the moving 
of freight into the north country, a 
tote road of about ten miles is ‘to be 
cut through the bush from Mile 273 
on the Alberta & Great Waterways 
Railway to the Clearwater River. 
This will make it possible to carry in 
freight destined for the far north 
through the winter, It will be stored 
at Fort McMurray in time for the 
opening of navigation on the Atha- 
basca in the spring of 1920. Naviga- 
tion season on the northern water- 
ways is short, and more or less loss 
was incurred during the past summer 
and fall through delays in getting in 
the freight. The opening of the tote 
road will to a great extent obviate 
these difficulties by bridging the.gap 
in the route at the end of the water- 
ways steel, Considerable quantities 
of freight intended for the far north 
trade are already on their way to Ed- 
monton, and this will be moved to the 
head of navigation during the winter,

Business of Supplying Sced -Just 
About Carried Itself 

During the three years that 
Seed Purchasing Commission — has 
been: in operation $11,896,50.96 has 
been advanced by the Department of 
Finance for the purchase of sced sup- 
plies,-and $11,903,437.76 has been re- 
funded. Bésides, the commission has 
to its credit assets, including — seed 
grain in store; valued at $37,888.85. 
The salarics and expenses of the cx- 
perienced seed branch officers, com- 
prising the staff of the commission, 
were not charged against the cost of 


the 


the seed, ‘The order-in-council which |- 


established the Seed Purchasing Com- 
mission directed that the seed. sup- 
plies should be purchased, stored, 
cleaned, sacked where necessary, and 
sold at the net cost as nearly as might 
be determined, 

From the above statement it will 
be seen that the business of supplying 
seed through the Seed Purchasing 
Commission has just About carricd it- 
self... This is as it should be. The 
business of the commission iticludes 
the purchase and sale of seed wheat, 
oats, batley, rye, corn, peas and 
beans, subject always to inspection 
as to the established grades for seed 
grain which were provided under the 
Sced Control Act, Inspection was ad- 
ministered by the sced inspection di- 
vision of the seed branch. Every car 
lot of seed purchased or sold was cx- 
amined by seed inspectors, and sam- 
ples were submitted for. tests as to 
purity and: germination by the Do- 
minion Seed Laboratorics at Ottawa, 
Winnipeg or Calgary. Delivery con- 
sisted of. bill of. lading, licensed 
weighman’s certificate, secd certificate 
and sight draft,
